Agreeuient  Governing  Working  Relationships  Between 
Office  of  Distribution^  Vifar  Food  Administration 
Office  of  Labor  Production,  War  Production  Board 


Responsibilities  of  the  Office  of  Distribution,  Vjar'Food  Administration, 
and  the  Office  of  labor  Production,  "far  Production  Board  in  the  Indus- 
trial Feeding  Program  have  been,  defined  in  the  Agreem;ent  adopted  hy  the 
Inter-Agency  Comaiittee  on  Food  for  Workers,  October  4,  1943,  and  sub- 
sequent administrative  documents  issued  by  both  agencies.    During  the 
year  both  agencies  have  cooperated  at  Washington  and  in  tiie  field. 
Recent  changes  in  administrative  responsibility  T/rithin  WP3  make  it 
desirable  to  restate  field  v/orking  relationships- between  Office  of 
Distribution  and  Office  of  Labor  Production  personnel. 

1 .  liais^on 

Cooperative  working  relationships  should  be  maintained  betvreen  regional 
and  district  offices  of  both  agencies  and  each  agency  should  keep  the 
other  currently  advised  of  related  activities  in  the- areas  of  their  juris 
dictions. 

Plant  Contacts 

In  the  course  of  their  ''fork  ■'.'fith  procurei-ent  agencies,  industry  ^ilvisions 
within  WPB,  labor  groups  and  p].ant  management,  OLP  representatives  have 
occasion  to  consider  ti-ie  relation  of  ind.ustri-l  feeding  to  production. 
Whore  problems  are  believed  to  e:;:ist,  tlie  OLP  representative  vdll  use 
Form  FDA  677  to  request  assistance  from  the  Office  of  Distribution. 
Office  of  T^istribution  services  deal  i/'ith  organization,  installation 
and  operation  of  food  services,  quality  and  orice  of  food  served,  and 
food  supply  problems.    Form  FDA  677  carries  a  statehient  indicating  that 
plant  iiianagGiacnt  desires  Office  of  "distribution  technical  services  and 
provides  for  the  name  of  the  plant  official  v/ith  whom  clearance  v^ras 
obtained.    Office  of  Labor  Production  regional  rnd/or  district  repre- 
sentatives shall  be  currently  informed  of  plants  assisted  in  their  areas 
and  shall  be  provided  ■'.•vith  copies  of  reoorts  on  plants  of  interest  to 
them,

Office  of  Distribution  personnel  ^'111  be  available  to  i-.ieet  I'iUi  er'ployeo 
represr.-ntativcs  vrh.^re  such  a  procedure  is  deemed  advisable.    Office  of 
Distribution  findings  and  recomiaend."  tions  may  be  released  to  representa- 
tives of  the  p]ant  employees  and  discussed  'i'ith  them,  e:<:cept  in  instances 
^^'hcre  it  is  indicated  that  the  report  is  of  a  confidential  nature  and  is 
for  discussion  only  "^.iith  mrnagement  and  ^rocurem-.nt  apencies.

The  Office  of  Distrib'.rtion,  in  cooperation  -with  the  Office  of  J?bor  Pro- 
duction, v'il.l  rocoi.iincnc'  eq'.iipment  "nd  frcHities  rcquireiaents  to  the 
Y/PB  Operrtions  Vice  Chairman,  vrho  yrill  ?ct  rs  c3-?ii.ipnt  therefor. 

5.  Ccrti^f ic£ti_on  of  priority  A p£li cations 

The  Office  of  distribution  ^¥ill  certify  applications  for  indn.stri^l 
feeding  facilities,  subndtted  on  Form  TfPB-617 . 

Applications  for  facilities  v/ith  a  tot"l  cost  of  less  tnan  !^lCjO,000 
will  bo  fon/arded  fro'.a  OIrP  ropional  offices  to  QT]  region-l  oJi'fices. 
OD  regional  offices  will  submit  three  cTspies  of  Form  FIU  673,  "Indus- 
trial Feeding  Facilities  Certification  Form",  to  the  Ol.P  offices 
requesting  certification. 

Applications  for  facilities  costing  more  than  ^)100,000,  being  processf.d 
in  ''fashington,  V'ill  be  submitted  through  the  '■ashington  Office  of  OLP  to 
tlic  Office  of  distribution,  '■TF..-,  'Tashxngton.    The  Office  of  Distribution, 
TJFA,  ''Ja.shington,  ■'•'rill  obtain  certification  through  the  appropriate  regional 
Office  of  Tiis tribution  and  submit  copies  of  Form  T"^P.  678  to.  the  Office  of 
Labor  Production,  ^•TPB^  Washington. 

In  cases  Y/herc  the  O'ffice  of  'nistribution  hPS  ^^ssistcd  manage  men  t  or 
other  groups  in  developing  plms  prior  to  the  filing  of  WPB-ei?  forms, 
the  Office  of  Distribution  certification  may  be  submitted  by  the 
applicant  along  Tdth  Form  WPB-617.    Copies  of  such  certifications 
sh-^ll  be  for-varded  to  the  appropriate  regional  Offic-s  of  T?ibor 
Production.
